life ..security being one of these. It seems to me that 
my true security is not tangible. Material security is 
always in danger from fire, flood, decay, and all other 
means of destruction. Thus, I think a person who de- 
pends for his security on material bases such as wealth 
or physical strength has no true security, for he has only 

temporal resources to cope with loss, defeat and disaster. 

Lasting security cannot be guaranteed. If material and 
physical security are so important, what would happen 
if one should lose them? After all, is a guaranteed, se- 
cure future really as safe and important as so many 
think’ Prison inmates have complete economic security. 

One’s self-reliance will be built up only by forcing 
himself to take the initiative and become o non-conform- 
ist in the sense of standing by what you believe in the 
face of criticism. Today’s desires to belong to a group 
and to follow “the crowd” certainly relieve a person of 
self-reliance and the need for initiative. Many people 
place themselves in a clique for security, only to find 
themselves lost in the group. A person who balks at 
following “the crowd” or questions its authority may 
find himself on the outside looking in. A group can take 
away security just as fast os it can give it. A person 
who has depended upon a group for all his security, and 
has either been rejected or become separated from his 
group is certainly without any means of self-assurance. 
To belong to a group may give one temporary security, 
but to become detached may result in permanent in- 
security and disappointment. Where, then, does true 
security lie, and how can one find it? 

I believe that my true security is in the realm ot the 
mental and spiritual phases of life. True security » ‘ 
attained except when one relies on himself and his own 
resources of character and the Spirit for his future. We 
can build up our resources if we can develop =elf-re- 
liance and self-confidence in ourselves and our work.

Self-reliance, in turn, may be developed by relying upon 
our own initiative. Progress is made because of inse- 
curity. Complete material security may discourage initia- 
tive and self-reliance. Therefore, I believe that if one s 
true security is placed in self-reliance, initiative and 
resourcefulness, he has a lasting security which will 
assist him in overcoming or effectively dealing with 
adverse circumstances whenever they arise. My true 
security, then, is not to be found outside myself in the 
temporal things of life, human or otherwise, but can be 
built up only within myself.

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OFFICIAL RULES 

1. Program open to allseniors (those students 
graduating in calendar year 1960) in all public, 
private and parochial schools. 

2. Judging on all program levels is based on 
a written script and its oral delivery by the 
participant — in person at school and community 
levels and through a tape recording at state 
and national levels. A copy of the written script 
will be provided judges at al I levels. Community, 
state and national entries must be on the of- 
ficial entry form. 

3. Script must be on the subject of the im- 
portance of initiative and self-reliance in pro- 
viding personal security, approaching the sub- 
ject from a positive standpoint. 

4. Written length of the script must be be- 
tween 360 and 600 words. Oral delivery must 
take not less than three nor more than five 
minutes. 

5. Judging at all levels is based on: 

Content and sincerity of thought 45% 

Originality 3CU 

Oral deli very ^ /o 

6. Scripts must be the original work of the 
student and prepared by him, although source 
material may be used if identified. 

7. My True Security is not an oratorical con- 
test. Participants need only voice their scripts 
clearly, sincerely and emphatically. 

8. Only winners of valid community programs 
may be entered in state judging. Each state 
and the District of Columbia are entitled to one 
entry in the national finals. In communities 
where no Junior Chambers exist, schools or or- 
ganizations may operate a community program 
upon sanctioning by the state Jaycee president. 

9. All entries become the property of the 
national co-sponsors. 

10. The decisions of the judges are final.

Many varied awards will be presented to school 
and community winners. The first-place state winner 
receives, in addition to special awards arranged by 
the state sponsors, a $200 scholarship to the college 
or university of his or her choice, a specially de- 
signed trophy and an all-expense trio to the national 
awards program in Washington, D. C. in June, 1960. 

During the three days in Washington, state win- 
ners will meet top governmental officials, tour govern- 
mental agencies and historic shrines and be offered 
a variety of entertainment. Climax of the exciting 
program will be the national awards banquet where 
the three national winners will be announced and 
honored. First-place winner will receive a $2,000 
scholarship to the college or university of his or 
her choice. The second-place winner will take home 
a $1,000 scholarship, while the third-place winner 
will receive a $750 scholarship.
